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DRASTIC ORDERS. 


OPPUSITION TO BE 
SUPPRESSED. 


RASTIC measures, designed to stop 
D further agitations in Italy and 
attempts on the life of Signor Mussolini, 
were presented to the Cabinet in Rome 
yesterday by Signor Federzoni, who re- 
signed his position as. Minister. of the 
Interior. Signor Mussolini. himself is 
taking this position ; and Signor Federzoni 
becomes Minister of the Colonies in place 
of Signor Discalea, who also resigned. 

The measures approved by the Cabinet 
(says Reuter) included :-— . 


The revision oí all passports íor abroad 
and the cancellation as from the 9th 
inst. of passports issued, with the ex- 
ception of those in possession of Italians 
abroad ; 

The introduction of severe penalties against 
anyone attempting to leave Italy with- 
out a passport, and against the aiders 
and abettors of persons so leaving; 


The use of armed force to prevent persons 
leaving through the mountain passes; ' 


The suppression sine die, of all publica- 
tions opposed to the present régime, 

The dissolution of all parties, societies, or 
organisations having aims contrary to 
the régime. 

Severe pani for the illegal wearing of 
uniform or the insignia of any institu- 
tion, especially of 
organisations ; ; 

The creation of a Pélitical Investigation De- 
partment attached to each Fascist 
command, y 

The Minister explained that the death 

penalty is also established for any act 

which might lead to the subjection of 
the State to any foreign Power, or affect 
the independence of the State or com- 
promise its unity; for those who reveal 
political or military secrets and for those 
whó procure such things, and for those 
who commit acts to bring about, armed 
risings or incite to civil war and pillage. 


CONFISCATION OF PROPERTY. 
Even the planning of those crimes or 
their instigation by means of the Press, 
or their condonation, will be punished by 
long terms of solitary confinement, with 
the possible loss of civil rights. 

It will also apply to any national who, 
outside Italian territory, spreads news, 
false, exaggerated, or tendencious, regard- 
ing the internal condition of the State, 
or embarks upon activities prejudicial to 
national interests; and sentences by de- 
fault involve liability to loss of the right 
of citizenship and confiscation of property. 
The sale of property by an offender after 
the commission of the crime, or in the 
previous year, shall be regarded as a fraud 
against the State, and such property shall 
be likewise confiscated. . Any Italian 
national or any foreigner committing any 
of those crimes abroad, will be subject to 
Italian law and tried within the kingdom, 
although he may already have been tried 
abroad.

In the past othe guished men 
from the elements of the Empire have been 
thus honoured here. Both in 1911 
and 1917 men similarly well known 
and similarly employed in the affairs of 
the Empire were made freemen of the city. 
But there has never been among them he- 
fore a statesman who has been able to 
speak for Ireland in the sense in which 
Mr. Cosgrave speaks for it, and this in 
spite of the long and not altogether un- 
friendly association that the city has had 
with Irish affairs. It is his presence 
which makes the occasion quite unusually 
interesting. Mr. .Cosgrave is staying with 
Mr. King at the Midland Hotel as the 
| city’s guest, and the rest of the party are 
heing accommodated in the Town Hall. 
The resolution which hgs brought the 
statesmen to Manchester was passed in 
September. It records the pleasure that 
the city has in the visit to England of the 
Imperial representatives, and expresses the 
feeling that a reciprocal honour is con- 
ferred on them and on the city by the 
ceremony. The city looks forward to the 
continued development of trade, and sends 
fraternal greetings to the distant brothers 
of the Empire.

LETTER PROM MR. J.J. WALSH. 
Mr. J. J. Walsh, Irish Free State Minister 
for Posts and Telegraphs, in a letter to the 
Waterford Corporation urges the need for a 
protective policy. The letter was written in 
reply to a resolution demanding a protective 
tariff.on margarine, in view of the possible 
closing of Messrs. McDonnell’s margarine 
factory under stress of competition. 
Mr. Walsh ‘said. that the Cerporation’s 
demand had his entire sympathy. Foreign 
firms had dumped margarine at- prices under 
the actual cost of production, with the result 
that home manufacturers either had been 
wiped out or were well on the way to ex- 
tinction. - If the Irish market was kept at 
the merey of foreign exploiters, the be 
would be bled white. . It seemed an appalling 
condition of affairs that, with our present 
population and the national wealth of our 
soit, we should import in 1925 | over 
£18,000,000 worth of human food and food 
products. So long as we permitted foreigners 
to flood the country with their surplus goods 
so long would the population continue to 
decrease.
